Cffisarism, with many heads yet of one 
mind, unfeeling and with contempt of

HAZI.ETON. Pa.,' Nov. 8.—The trestle 


spanning a sixty-foot ravine at Honey 
Brook broke yesterday, precipitating 
to the bottom ten loaded cars and six 
men. At noon the men were on their 
way to dinner on a train, and while 
crossing the trestle, the timbers gave 
way, 
precipitating the train and men 


to the bottom. The loud noise made 
by the cracking timbers and tumbling 
miners attracted the attention of other 
workmen, who rnshcd to the scene. A 
horrible sight met their gaze »s they 
peered into the yawning abyss. Nearly 
fifty feet below tho surface could be 
distinguished a heap of debris, with 
legs, arms and other parts of human 
victims protruding.

Michael 
Karko was first uncovered. He met a 
horrible fato.

Switzerland TTnanfly* 


LOHBOST, Nov. 8.—The leading jou 


nals of Switzerland and many Frenc 
journals arc protesting against the r 
ported purpose of Germany to fortif 
Volkenberg mountain, thus securing a 
stronghold at a point dominating the 
west valley of the Rhine within four or 
five kilometers of Basle. The Swiss 
federal government professes to be con- 
fident that the rumor is only a boule- 
vard canard, but there is, nevertheless, 
considerable anxiety over the matter. 


The fortification of any point within 


twelve kilometers of Swiss territory by 
either France or Germany is contrary 
to the provisions of the treaty of 
Vienna and should Germany infringe 
upon those provisions it would indicate 
that the time had come which the 
Swiss had long dreaded, when Germany 
should disregard the sovereign inde- 
pendence of their little republic.

Must Tote Fair With Other Railroad 


Companies or Go It Alone. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—The Union Pacific 


will have to decide before November 17 
one of the most perplexing questions 
in its history. Should its decision not 
be satisfactory it will lead to a finish 
fight between it and the Atcliison, Bur- 
ling-ton & Missouri river, Koclc Island, 
Rio Grande Western, Colorado Midland 
and Denver & Klo Grande. 


It is claimed by tho above companies 


that the Union Pacific has shut them 
out of passenger business in a large 
territory; that on account of the 
through car service with other lines 
oast ol tho Missouri river they are be- 
ing greatly handicapped in the hand- 
ling 
of their business. It 
is also 


claimed that from the whole north- 
west Pacific coast country the Union 
Pacific has almost entirely stopped 
business relations 
with these lines 


through certain of their important 
gateways; that it has systematically 
gone 
to 
work 
and 
from 
time 


to 
time 
issued 
such 
instruc- 


tions as have 
placed 
the 
above 


roads in a position where they now 
will demand that they be placed on. 
equal footing with their competitors, 
or tho Union Pacific must accept the 
inevitable, and all business relations 
between their companies must cease. 
This decision was reached at a meeting 
held in Denver, Saturday, at which the 
general passenger agents of the above 
roads wevc present.

NEW OBLEANS, Nov. 8.—The strike 
ituationhas asmnfied o serious aspect. 
The following ttnions are now on 
Strike: Rice workers, painters, horse 
shoers, carpenters, coal wheelers, gram 
shovelers, printers, clothing clerks, 
;eamsters and lumber-yard men.manne 
and stationary 
firemen; 'coachmen, 


steamship scrapers, factory girls, paper 
dangers, scalesmen, car drivers, tailors, 
bakers and confectioners, retail shoe 
clerks, mail clerks, newspaper carriers 
and freight handlers. 


There 'was no communication be- 


tween the employers and the striking 
employes during the day. The men 
ore beginning to resort to violence in 
outlying districts and special officers 
•will be appointed. Gov. Foster was in 
consultation with his aides all day and 
the state military holds itself in readi- 
ness to answer the call to arms. 


It was ordered that the waterworks 


and electrical men, and the gas work- 
ers strike, but the waterworks men 
were ordered back to guard against 
flre. The others, however, stay out. 
The city will be in darkness before 
morning, as the electrical men are of 
5ie public lighting company. Oov. 
Foster is resolved to preserve order at 
any price and the outlook is very serious.

With tho Situation. 


NEW OBLEANS, Nov. 7.—Gov. Foster 


eaid at noon to-day to a representative 
of the United Press that there had 
been no change is the strike situation. 
In the event of a serious clash, result- 
ing in rioting, the governor will be on 
hand to cope with the situation. Ho 
realizes.the danger that is menacing all 
classes of the community, and will pre- 
vent i loss of life, if it is within his 
power to do so. The governor will to- 
day have an interview with Mayor 
Fitzpatriek and it is not unlikely that 
as a result of that interview, his ex- 
cellency will step in to preserve tho 
peace of the eity. The law empowers 
the governor to do so. 


There is a widespread feeling of fear 


as a result of the statement of the gas 
people that unless the utmost .care is 
exercised, dangerous explosions may 
follow the cutting- off the gas supply. 
People are also greatly worried at the 
prospect of a cutting oft of tho water 
supply, which would place the city at 
the mercy o! the fire fiend. The crew- 
men, longshoremen and other organiza- 
tions who handle cotton are still at 
work this morning, and it is said they 
will not participate in a general strike. 
Their refusal will cripple the strike. 


The steamboats are tied up this 


morning as a result of -the strike of 
mates and engineers, and business is 
being very seriously hampered. The 
merchants say to-day they absolutely 
refuse to recede from their position not 
to be restricted to union men in em- 
ployment of labor. They are prepared 
to close up if necessary. 


Not a street oar is running, and no 


attempt has been mode to operate 
them, as it is feared without military 
protection a riot may be precipitated. 
The military is being gotten in readi- 
ness in expectancy of trouble.

CHICAGO, Nov. 8 — Warrants for over 


100 negroes charged with having regis- 
tered illegally were taken out by dem- 
ocratic campaign managers In Justice 
Prindiville's court yesterday afternoon. 
They were placed in the hands of dem- 
ocratic supervisors, who have boon in- 
structed to servo them when the sus- 
pected parties present themselves at 
the polls to-day. 


A Cold Day for tho Election In tbe 
Northwest. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 7.— It has 


been snowing and blowing throughout 
Minnesota and the Dakota* for twelve 
hours. Six inches of snow has fallen, 
which in places has drifted badly. Ib 
will interfere with the farmers getting 
to the polls to-morrow. At II p. m. it 
clearing up and to-morrow's forecast 
indicates that the temperature will 
run down almost to zero.

Ancient Babylonian Records. 


Probably the oldest known specimens 


of recorded language in the world today 
are the inscriptions on the door sockets 
and brick stamps found at Niffer by the 
Babylonian Exploration expedition of 
the University of Pennsylvania, which 
has recently returned. The brick stamps, 
which are of yellow clay, about four by 
five inches, and an inch in thickness, 
bear the name and titles of King Sargon 
and his son Narim Sin, who lived about 
8800 B.C., and they were taken from 
the mound which covers the sight of 
ancient Nippur u, with its famous tem- 
plo of Baat. The expedition also found 
many other objects of interest, such as 
clay tablets containing contracts, lists 
of goods, temple incomes, art fragments 
and images sold by the temple fakirs. 
These throw much light on the history 
of the people, aa opposed to that of the 
kings, and the work of the expedition 
carries Babylonian records back a thou- 
sand years to a time of which practical- 
ly nothing has hitherto been known. 
The antiquities found are now in the uni- 
versity museum.—Philadelphia Ledger.
